After publishing 130 issues, Woody Haldeman, W3PST, has finally decided to end his 
reign as the longest running editor in the history of The BLURB. With almost 11 years under 
his belt, he is certain to retain his title for many years to come! In recent years he chose not to 
“back-seat drive” (from the rear seat) as much as in earlier years, however, his contributions 
to the BLURB will be remembered for many years. The current format, (5 1/2 x 8 1/2) for 
example, was begun with the May 1985 issue.

I've enjoyed some of VVS's stories of ‘‘olden times’’, so I thought that maybe I could 


tell one that would interest our BLURB readers. 


How | Got My Rapio LIcENsE 
Fredwood S. Shaw, W3ADV 


A long way back, in 1920, a friend and I got interested in amateur radio. Of course, we 
first wound tuning coils, got Murdock earphones, Xtal detectors, etc. and were able to _ 
listen to the radio stations that Paul (VVS) has told us about. Next came Ford spark coils, 
keys, and we started to learn code. I can say from experience that to learn how to send and 
receive code is much easier when there are two people sending to each other. We learned 
as much as we could about radio, and when we thought we were ready, we went on the 
Route 44 trolly that went down Lancaster Ave. in West Phila. to downtown Arch St. At 
that time, near 22nd and Arch Sts., a radio operator named Frank Chambers had a store 
where, together with his XYL, they gave license tests. 3 

This was in October 1920 when we passed that test, including the 10 WPM. At that 
time we thought that we were pretty good code operators. Hi! By this time, of course, we 
had been sending to each other using our initials as call signs. We lived about five city 
blocks apart and had no trouble hearing each other. But now that we had passed our 
examinations we could hardly wait to get the licenses and call letters. So we waited and 


waited. Each week seemed forever. At last, in the first week of November, my friend, Karl — 


Klingelhoeffer, received his ticket with the call letters, 3BMI. Well, it didn’t take Karl long 
to get on the air and make contacts using his new call sign. I was heart broken because I 
did not get my license at the same time. All of my inquiries at Frank Chambers’ got me 
nowhere. This went on and on - Karl operating and me waiting and waiting. I should add 
that we were both going to West Phila High School - I was a freshman and Karl a sopho- 
more - we had plenty to keep us busy, but nothing was as important as “‘ham radio’’. 
November got to December, and I am dying a little bit every day. No one will ever know 
how much I went through. 

Finally, it was Christmas week and I was busy making a little money for presents for 
my family. I was working at S2nd and Market Sts., and when I got home on Christmas 
_ Eve, 1920 (how can I ever forget?), there was my license waiting for me, 3ADV! Well I 

was happy to have my license at last, but I was extra happy to have an “‘A’’ call sign. And 

I’m still happy with W3ADV now, after sixty-nine years! 

Yes, I’m still active in ham radio, and it has been the best thing I ever got into.

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A Brief History of “THE BLURB” 
Originally THE TVI RETREAT 


NOVEMBER 1949 
The PHIL-MONT MOBILE RADIO CLUB was formed by six charter members: 
AAG, MXP, OQI, PMD, PXY, QQH (BBB). : ieee 

DECEMBER 1950 
The earliest surviving edition of “THE TVI RETREAT”’ (so named by W3SGR), in our 
archives, is assumed to be the December 1950 issue. (They weren't very careful about 
dating them back then!) The word BLURB actually appeared in that very issue when the 
editor (W3PXY) made the statement ‘‘Will try to get this blurb out once a month." 
(We're still trying! -Ed) 

JANUARY 1955 
The first official use of the name “THE BLURB” appeared on the cover of THE TVI 
RETREAT. Both names continued to appear (TVI RETREAT on page one of each issue, 
and THE BLURB on the cover) until the July issue of the same year when THE TVI 
RETREAT was finally retired. 

JANUARY 1958 
Sam Kuncevich began doing the cover artwork. (378 covers, with this issue, and still 
counting! -Ed) 


JANUARY 1962 
The first cartoon entitled ““Sam’s Corner’ appeared.

BAUD or BPS? 


Although BAUD and BPS (Bits Per 
Second) are both units of data transmission 
rate, the two are not exactly equal. Baud and 
BPS are often incorrectly used interchangea- 
bly. Baud is the same as BPS only if each 
signal of information being conveyed over the 
communications line represents one bit. 
Baud is 600 BPS for both 2400 BPS and 1200 
BPS transmissions, although the actual proc- 
essing performed during that time is different. 
Only at speeds of 600 BPS or lower, is BPS

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BANANA ALERT! 
What are the rules concerning malicious 
interference? 


The specific rule prohibiting interference 
is 97.125 “‘No licensed radio amateur 
shall willfully, or maliciously, interfere 
with, or cause interference to, any radio 
communications or signal.*" 


Rules are one thing, but how can I fight 
malicious interference at an individual 
level? 


When experiencing malicious interfer- 
ence, use the most effective means of 
combatting it at your disposal - ignore it 
onthe air. Call your section manager and 
alert him or her to the situation. Simply 
give the facts - frequency and stations in- 
volved. Follow through with a brief writ- 
ten letter to your section manager noting 
dates, times, frequencies and call signs. 


Contact W3BBB, wa LANoUNE, F You'd 
LIKE TO HELP WITH QUA CURRENT PROBLEM. 
THe MoRE (COORDINATED) HELP, THE BETTER! 


Encourage others to do the same. Above 
all, keep your on-the-air operation 
strictly above board. Don’t make the 
commission’s job more difficult by en- 
gaging interfering stations in their own 
game. And, by ignoring the offending 
stations, you deprive them of their one 
need - attention. 


What is the role of the FCC? 


The commission’s role in our fight 
against malicious interference will be to 
enforce its rules. There are several pen- 
alties for violations of federal rules: If the 
FCC finds that you have violated the 
communications act, FCC rule or 18 
U.S.C. 1464, which prohibits the trans- 
mission of obscene, indecent or profane 
language, you may have to pay as much 
as $2,000 in fines. If FCC rules, it may 
revoke or suspend your license.
